Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 12 and 23-38 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious 
over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to bicyclic 
modulators of androgen receptor function. The closest reference is Launay et al. US 
6,710,064, which discloses hydanton compounds useful as anti-inflammatory agents. 
The difference between Launay et al. and instant claims is that the instant compounds 
are not found in Launay et al. A suggestion for modification of above reference to 
obtain the instant compounds/composition has not been found. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 12 
and 23-38 are allowed.
